The report of the autopsy per- 
formed on the Lindbergh baby by 
Dr. Charles Mitchell, County Physi- 
cian, is as follows: 

“May “2, 1932, report on un- 
known baby. 

“Sex undetermined due to mark- 
ed decomposition of body. Genera! 
appearance badly decomposed. Left 
leg from knee down missing. Left 
hand missing. Right forearm miss- 
ing. Abdominal organs except liv- 
er missing. Thoracic organs except 
heart missing. Eyes softened and 
decomposed. Skin of head, face, 
portion of chest and right foot dis- 
colored and decomposed. 

Signs of Long Exposure. 

“Body shows evidence of pro- 
longed exposure and usual decom- 
position that would occur in the 
course of approximately two to 
three months’ time depending on 
climatic and other conditions that 
might produce such results. 

“Special characteristics: Un- 
usually high and prominent fore- 
head snd cranium, apparently 
greater in circumference than 
would be found in a child of this 
age. First toe of the right foot 
completely overlaps the large toe 
and the second toe of the right foot 

partially overlaps the large toe. 

“Thege are eight epand eight 
lower teeth. The une TT asaen are 
well formed and rather prominent 
but do not protrude. The two low- 
er canines tend to divert inward 
and the incisors are below the line 
of the adjacent teeth. 

“Height, 33% inches. Light curly 
hair, about 3 inches in length and 
a section of skin on the right foot 
which had not become discolored 
indicated a child of the white race. 
. The facial muscles, the only ones 
of the body that had not deterior- 
ated, would indicate a well-devel- 
oped child. 

“Autopsy findings: General de- 
composition of the muscles of the 
entire body and other soft tissues 
except the face, but marked discol- 
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:4 oration and some disfigurement of 


this part of the body existed due to 
the softening of the eyeballs and 
a swollen condition of the lips and 
tongue. 
Details of Fracture. 
“There was also a fracture of the 
skull extending from the fontane]

point posterior to the left ear, 
where it bifurcated into two distinct 
fractures. There was also a perfo- 
rated fracture of half an inch in 
diameter on the right side of the 
skull posterior to the right ear. 

“There was evidence of a hemor- 
rhage on the inner surface of the 
left. side of the skull at the point 
of fracture but the scalp was so 
badly decomposed that it was im- 
possible to find any contusions of 
hemorrhagic conditions external to 
the skull.

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TRUCKMAN'S STORY 
OF FINDING BABY 


Says He Saw It Under Tree, 
Notified Hopewell 
Policeman.

HOPEWELL WN. J., May 13.— 
William Allen, 46-year-old Negro, 
gave the following account of how 
he discovered the body of the 
Lindbergh child: 

“After I got into the woods, I 
went under a branch and looked 
down. I sew a skull sticking up 
out of the cirt, which seemed to 
have been kicked up around it. I 
thought I saw a baby, with its foot 
sticking out of the ground. 


“I called Wilson (Orville Wil- 
son, his companion) and hoe came 
into the woods. I said, ‘I think 
it’s a baby.’ 

“He said: ‘Well, what are you 
going to do about it?’ 

“I said, ‘I guess I'll report it 
to Charley Williamson (one of the 
two members of Hopewell's police 
force).

“I said, ‘Could you talk to me 
for a couple of m‘nutes”” He said,

Poses for Pictures. 
Allen and Wilson reported for 
work as usual today at the home 
of W. S. Titus. 
They were embarrassed when 
they entered the Titus yard, three 
miles from Hopewell, to find news- 
reel cameras and sound-reproduc- 
ing apparatus. 
Allen posed in his work clothes 
for pictures and the “talkies.” He 
repeated his story of the finding 
ef the body three or four times. 
Then Wilson, 49 years old, with 
gray hair, took his turn. 
“©” course I didn’t tarry there 
very long.” he said, “and you know 
you wouldn't be sure afterward.” 
He said that when Allen made 
the discovery he called, “Come on 
over here.” When they were sure 
they had found the body of a baby, 
they drove to Hopewell to inform

“We warn you for making 
anything public or for notifying 
the police. The child is in gut 
care.

Two rings in blue 
ink, with centre ring of red. A 
hole on the outer edge of each 
dark circle and one in the cen- 
tre of the red.

MRS. LINDBERGH 
She Will Not See Body of 
Baby but Remembers 
Him as He Was.

HOPEWELL, N. J., May 13.— 
For Anne Lindbergh today there 
was no more uncertainty, no reason 
any more to start up eagerly at the 
ringing of the telephone, no more 
of the agony of wondering whether 
her baby was alive and how he waS 
being treated by the strangers who 
took him away. Nor any hope. 

Her friends said today she was 
being very brave, wandering about 
the long, bright living room, quiet 
and fariorn. 

She could not even see her little 
Charles. It was said that last night, 
when some member of the house- 
hold had to go to the morgue in 
Trenton to make the identification, 
she begged to be allowed to go. 
They told her it would be better if 
she did not, and the nurse, Betty 
Gow, was sent. 

Today the undertaker in Tren- 
ton said Mrs. Lindbergh would not 
see the baby’s body. It was better 
that she should remember him as 
he was alive, with his yellow curis 
and his winning ways. 

For a few moments last night, 
it was learned, Mrs. Lindbergh was 
nearer to collapse than she had 
ever been. Then she became very 
busy. It was she who brought 
down from the nursery the articles 
of clothing to be taken to that 
shallow grave in the woods across 
the valley and compared with the 
bits of flannel that clung to the 
baby’s body. 

Col. Lindbergh was away trying 
to meet the kidnapers—hoping to 
bring the baby back with him. She 
did not know just where he was. 
Hours later a radio message in code 
reached him on the yacht 
New Jersey coast. But she

LINDBERGH ON TRIPS 
PASSED NEAR BODY 


Thicket Few Feet From Road 
Never Touched in Wide- 
spread Search.

HOPEWELL, N. J.. May 13. — 
From Mount Rose, near where the 
Lindbergh child was found dead, 
one can see the white Sourland es- 
tate of the flyer, about five miles 
away. 

The thicket near the roadside, 


where the body was left by murder- 
ers, never was touched by the wide- 
spread search, in which hundreds 
of State troopers beat the brush 
about Hopewell and the Lindbergh 
estate. Apparently the isolated 
spot was considered too far away 
to yield any clew. 

Mount Rose, a hamlet of a dozen 
houses clustering about a general 
store, is about a mile and a half 
from Hopewell on the road to 
Princeton. When his mountain es- 
tate was under construction, Col. 
Lindbergh lived in a Mount Rose 
house for a time. 

Coming from the Lindbergh 
home, the kidnapers could have 
fled along a\dirt road leading from 
the house across a paved highway 
running through Hopewell. The 
road then leads to Mount Rose. 
There they could have branched on 
to an improved highway and sped 
to Princeton, about seven miles 
away. 

The y was found a short dis- 
tance off the Princeton road, and 
between Mount Rose and Hopewell. 
This led authorities to believe the 
child was carried through Hopewell 
by his abductors. 

Col. Lindbergh drove over the 
road frequeatiy in his trips during 
the hunt for the child. Each time 
he traveled it he passed within a 
few feet of his son’s body without 
knowing it. 


LAMBERT-ST. LOUIS FIELD

Many of his old flying mates 
still make Lambert-St. Louis Field 
their base. They have agreed that 
for the present they would “hot 
bother Slim” with telegrams or 
other messages of condolence. 

“He'll know how we feel,” they 
said. “There’s no use trying to 
say anything.” 


OL. LINDBERGH'S MOTHER 
ON WAY TO JOIN HER SON 


DETROIT. Mich., May 13.— 
Mrs. Evangeline Lindbergh, moth- 
er of Col. Charies A. Lindbergh, 
today was on the way to New Jer- 
sey to join her son and daughter- 
in-law. 

For the first time since the kid- 
naping -of the Lindbergh baby 
March 1, Mrs. Lindbergh did not 
appear at the Cass Technical digh 
School this morning to meet her 
classes in chemistry. Informed of 
the discovery of the baby’s body, 
apparently in a telephone conversa- 
tion last night from the Hopewell 
estate of her son, she closeted her- 
self in her home and refused to 
make any comment. 

This morning she boarded a train

Col. Schwarzkopf issued a news 
bulletin this afternoon which dealt 
largely with the examination of 
Dr. Condon and Curtis. 

“Dr. Condon’s entire statement 
|was taken,” Col. Schwarzkopf said, 
“and nothing resulted which would 
in any way implicate him as being 
connected with the kidnapers. He 
tried to act in the best interests of 
Col. Lindbergh. Dr. Condon has 
returned to New York. 

“Mr. Curtis has gone with two 
investigators to check up on cer- 
tain elements as reported in con- 
nection with a group whom he be- 
lieved to be the kidnapers of the 
Lindbergh baby, and from whom 
he has expected suggestions for 
the return of the baby.” 

Col Schwarzkopf said no in- 
formation had come to him or his 
assistants connecting Gaston B. 
Means, former Department of Jus- 
tice agent now under indictment 
for obtaining more than $190,000 
on the statement that he could ef- 
fect return of the baby, with the 
kidnaping or death of the child. 
The police said that a sleeping 
suit sent to Dr. Condon by the pur- 
ported kidnapers to whom he paid 
the ransom was the same kind 
worn by the baby on the gight it 
was kidnaped “but there was noth- 
ing about this suit to further iden- 
tify it as the same suit the baby 
wore.” 

Sleeping Suit Returned. 

Col. Lindbergh became convinced 
Dr. Condon was dealing with the 
real kidnapers when this sleeping 
suit was given to him. 

The baby’s sleeping suit was 
missing when the body was found. 
A description sent out immedi- 
ately after the kidnaping said the 
child was wearing a white flannel 
sleeping suit—a garment that 
would cuver him from neck to feet. 
Under it he wore a little flannel 
shirt his nurse had made and 
put on him late that afternoon to 
pretect his chest and keep him 
from catching more cold. 

On the body yesterday there was 
no sleeping suit; only the soiled 


and a flannel band around the 
waist. 

Two other bits of evidence, sup- 
posedly establishing the authenti- 
city of the alleged kidnaping group 
that dealt with Dr. Condon, also are 
in the possession of Lindbergh, Dr. 
Condon told Prosecutor Marshall. 
They are two diaper pins. A dia- 
per which the baby wore when it 
was kidnaped is missing. 

Dr. Condon told Marshall that 
early in the negotiations with 
the supposed kidnapers the 
diaper pins were sent to him 
to prove the men he was deal- 
ing with had actually stolen the 
baby. In the final negotiations, 
when the $50,000 ransom money 
was turned over, the baby’s sleeping 
suit was given as the final bit of 
evidence of the kidnapers’ identity. 

Nurse Identifies Shirts. 

Two undershirts, found on the 
body, bore the same maker’s names 
and number as a stock of similar 
clothing mm the baby’s wardrobe at 
the Lindbergh home. One of the 
shirts had been cut down to small 
size and the piece that was cut off 
by Miss Betty Gow, the baby's 
nurse, was matched with the shirt 
found on the body and was identi- 
cal. Further, Miss Gow had sewed 
a hem around the bottom of the 
shirt, using blue thread, and she 
produced identical thread at the 
Lindbergh home last night. 

And so the theory had to be 
considered that the kidnapers, be- 
lieved by many officials to have 
been crazed, killed their tiny vic- 
tim almost immediately, stripped 
off the sleeping suit, and after the 
body had been cast aside in the 
hidden hollow where it.was found, 
set about obtaining ransom for a

Later Miss Gow said she 
was “quite centain” the body was 
that of the Lindbergh child. 
| The parents themselves re- 
mained completely in the back- 
ground while their greatest trag- 
edy was being written in black 
headlines around the world. 

Col. Not at House. 

Mrs. Lindbergh and her mother, 
Mrs. Dwight Morrow, were at the 
Hopewell estate. Col. Lindbergh 
was absent, engaged in the baby 
*hunt with Curtis, the Norfolk “in- 


termediary.” He returned early 
this morning. 
Running through the »brush- 


grown land, and passing within 75 
feet of the baby’s burial place is a 
telephone wire. It was strung hur- 
riedly, to carry to the world news 
of the baby hunt—and its excited 
messages of hope, of new clews of 
imminent discoveries passed hardly 
more than whisper distance from 
the object of the hunt. 

The spot where the body ‘was 
found is thick grown scrub. The 
brush now is heavy-leaved, infilled 
with a heavy grass. Dead leaves 
form a patch carpet over the 
ground. 

Efforts to Conveal Body. 
The police found the shallow 
grave on a slight slope. The body 
had been concealed with leaves, dirt 
and brush. The child’s form lay 
face down, and the depression in 
which it rested was so slight as to 
indicate that efferts to conceal if 
had been very hurried. 

County Physician Charles Mitch- 
ell examined the body. 

“The baby was struck a fearful 
blow on the head,” he said. “The 
skull was fractured clear across the 
top. There is a hole over the right 
ear. The lower left leg is missing.” 
State police took charge of the 
body and the Lindberghs were noti- 
fied. 

Efforts to get the “intermedi- 
aries” to comment were without re- 
sult There were a number of 
them, some indorsed by Col. Lind- 
bergh and others acting upon their 
own initiative. The most active 
were Dr. Condon of New York and 
Curtis, the Norfolk shipbuilder. 
Others were Morris dosfer—mys- 
tery man with connection dipping 
into the underworid—Salvy Spitale 
and Irving Bitz—also presumed to 
have the confidence of gang mem- 
bers—and Gaston B. Means, acting 
as the agent of Mrs. Edward B. 
McLean. Private detectives and 
newspapers also were active in sep- 
arate searches. 

All these “intermediaries” have 
moved with secrecy through the’ 


weeks of investigation. They ex- 
plained that any other course would 
endanger the life of the child. It 
was this secrecy that made possi- 
ble the $50,000 “Jafsie” hoax by 
whigh that sum was paid to 2 man 
near a Yonkers (N. Y.) cemetery 
on the man’s promise to return the 
child. 
Norfolk intermediaries— 
Curtis and two associates—were 
even more active than “Jafsie,” em- 
ploying airplanes, yachts and fast 
motor cars in negotiations that ran 
up and down the Atlantic seaboard 
and out to sea. Col Lindbergh 
himself participated in these ac- 
tivities as recently as yesterday, it 
was learned. 

Lindbergh Reaches Home. 

An automobile having Col. Lind- 
bergh as one of its passengers, ar- 
rived at the Hopewell estate at 3 a. 
m. The flyer was ready to lend 
his active support to the hunt for 
the murderer of his child. 

District Attorney Marshall 
said afer a conterence at the 
State House in Trenton today that 
no one was under suspicion for the 
slaying of the Lindbergh baby “at 
this time,” but that there might be 
an arrest “any time.” 

“But there may not be any ar- 
rests for a few days.” he added. 
“We are not going off half-cocked 
on this thing. We are going to 
study this case and know where 
we are going.” 

He said Dr. Condon and Curtis 
had gone voluntarily to the Lind- 
bergh home after the body was 
found. 

Until the baby’s body was found 
jurisdiction in the case was held by 
Attorney-General William A. - Ste- 
vens, who is acting as Prosecutor 
of Hunterdon County in the ab- 
sence of a regular District Attor- 
ney there. Marshall conferred to- 
day with Stevens and Assistant At- 
torney-General Joseph Lannigan, 
who was active in the earlier 
phases of the investigation. ; 

Police today held back a throng 
of strangers who loitered in the 
street outside the funeral establish- 
ment. Of those whom the Lind- 
bergh baby had learned to know 
and trust was his nurse, Betty Gow. 
She saw the body. He used to call 
her “Gow.” 

Expressions of sympathy came 
from every corner of the world;

PAPERS MISSING 
ASSOCIATE SAYS 


Victor Packman Asserts 
Millionaire Wanted Them 
Destroyed to Keep Them 
From Biographers. 


Executors of the $4,000,000 estate 
of Nathan Frank, St. Louis capital- 
ist and former Congressman, are 
seeking to determine what became 
of certain of-his perscna! papers 
a8 a@ means of defending six law- 
suits, three brought by woman pro- 
teges and one by his secretary. 

Testimony in recent depositions 
at Chicago in the $500,000 suit by 
Mrs..Ann Hamilton, former St. 
Louis manicure, indicated the pa- 
pers disappeared from Frank's of- 
fice a week before his death, when 
he was critically ill. 

Victor Packman, former law as- 
sociate of Frank and an attorney 
tor his estate, questioned witnesses 
ahout the missing papers and after 
the hearing confirmed cheir disap- 
pearance. Packman said Frank 
kept his personal papcrs in an un- 
locked office drawer and at least 
a year before his death, directed 
that, in event of his death, the en- 
tire collection should be destroyed 
to prevent them falling “into the 
hands of biographers, te whom he 
was greatly opposed.” 

The Secretary’s Suit Case. 
Packman said Frank’s confiden- 
tial secretary, Miss Estelle Sensenm- 
brenner, 7222 Wise avenue, had 
taken a suit case containing some 
papers from the office a short 
time before Frank died, announce- 
ing at the time that she was go- 
ing to follow his instructions to 
destroy them. 

The suit case, containing per- 
sonal memorandums and data 
about office buildings in whitish 
Frank had an interest as a real 
estate dealer, was obtained later 
from the secretary by executors of 
the estate. according to Packman, 

Miss Sensenbrenner. who has de- 
clined to discuss the incident, is 
plaintiff in one of the suits a: uinst 
the estate. She asks for $85,009. 
alleging that Frank promised to 
make her an executor of the es- 
tate, a position which would have 
yielded her that amount. Frank 
directed only that trustees of the 
estate employ her at a “liberal sal- 
ary.” According to attorneys, s':e 
refused a $350-a-month position 
with the trustees. 

In examining Jacob M. Feigen- 
baum, St. Louis attorney for Mrs. 
Hamilton, at Chicago, Packman 
asked if Feigenbaum knew the 
whereabouts of Frank’s personal 
papers. Feigenbaum -said he did 
not. Feigenbaum and Miss Sen- 
senbrenner’s attorney. Joseph C. 
Hopewell, occupy the same suite of 
offices in the Arcade building. 

Woman Gives a Hint. 

A witness at Chicago, Miss Anna 
Malloy. testified Mrs. Hamilton 
once told her, referring to Feigen- 
baum and lawyers associated with 
him: “They have more letters in 
this case than Miss Sensenbrenner 
gave them.” 

Miss Malloy. former employe of 
the St. Louis Star when Frank 
owned it, told of being approached 
by Leslie V. Freeman, St. Louis real 
estate dealer, who told her she had 
“inherited” £100,000 from the) 
Frank estate and asked her to see 
Feigenbaum. 

In answer to questions by Feig- 
enbaum, Miss Malloy said, “Yes, I 
went to your office in June, ‘193!. 
Mr. Freeman said Mr. Frank had 
left me $100,000 and that another 
Chicago woman had a $500,000 
claim but that he hadn’t located 
her.”

Fire broke out in the third floor 
of St. Lawrence O’Toole’s School, 
1215 North Fourteenth street. at 
noon today while the 200 children 
who attend the school were out of 
the building on their luncheon re- 
cess.

HAVRE, France, May 13.— A 
Government signal station picked 
up tonight a message from the 
steamship City of Hamburg stating 
officers had sighted a piane. they 
thought to be Lou Reichers’ off the 
Island of Ushant; west of ~ the 
French coast. Radio men said 
weather conditions made the mes- 
sage difficult to read but they 
gathered that the plane was ex- 
pected to reach the coast of either 
France or England about 10 o'clock 
tonight (4 p. m. St, Louis time). 

Ushant ig about 200 miles west 
of Paris and about the same dis- 
tance southeast of Dublin which is 
Reichers’ scheduled stop on his 
way to the French Capital. The 
City of Hamburg is due here to- 
morrow afternoon.

13.—Lou Reichers, American :via- 
tor speeding eastward from New 
ark, N. J., for Paris on a two stop 
flight in which he hoped to vetter 
the time of Col. Charles A. tind- 
bergh, reached Harbor Grace this 
morring and took off again for 
Dublin, Ireland. 

Reichers headed his plane out 
over the Atlantic, the most danger- 
ous leg of his flight, at 5:51 «4. m.

$150,000 apiece and the remainder 
is placed in trust for seven years. 
rom the trust fund, their brother, 
Joseph McBride, will receive $300 
a month unless he marries, in 
which case he will get $400 a 
month, and Mrs. Katie Loftus, for- 
merly Halpin's housekeeper, will 
receive $100 a month. 

In 1939 the trust fund is to be 
abrogated and the other securities 
divided between Redmond McBride 
and Mrs. Hackmann, who were 
stepchildren of Halpins, if Joseph 
McBride and Miss Loftns are dead. 
If either is still alive, enough se- 
curities to pay the monthly income 
specified will be kept in the fund 
until death, when all securities will 
be divided between Mrs. Hack- 
mann and Redmond McBride. 

Mrs. Hackmann and Redmond 
McBride said that shortly before 
his death Halpin gave each of them 
a key to one of his safe deposit 
boxes and told them the contents 
were to be considered a gift. One 
box contained $491,077 in securi- 
ties, the other $444,940 in securi- 
ties. McBride and Mrs. Hackmann 
sued-in Circuit Court to establish 
their claims and were overruled. 
On appeal to the Missouri Supreme 
Court, the Circuit Court ruling was 
reversed. 

Halpin died Dec. 10, 1929, leav- 
ing an estate with a total value of 
$1,187,439. He bequeathed: 411,500 
to Catholic charities and $16,000 
to Mrs. Loftus. Under terms of 
the will, Joseph McBride was to 
receive $435 a month, and the bulk 
of the estate was to be held in trust 
10 years, with $750 a month go- 
ing to Redmon’ McBride and pirs. 
Hackmann, and the residue »eing 
divided between them at the end 
of the trust period.

Mendel Rich Accused of Set- 
ting Fire to Shop—Powder 
and Dynamite Found. 


Mendel Rich, a baker, was ar- 
rested last night at his home, 1493 
Belt avenue, on an indictment 
charging arson, returned against 
him by the grand jury Tuesday. 

Rich was released on bond 
shortly after a fire at his bakery, 
5538 Wabada avenue, April 21. 
At that time he lived above the 
bakery with his wife and two sons. 

In their living quarters, firemen 
reported finding a gallon jug, 
partly full of gunpowder, with a 
fuse and cap attached, and three 
sticks of dynamite. Similar explo- 
sives also were found in the bakery, 
the firemen reported. 

The Rich family was not at home 
at the time of the fire. A notice 
on the door of the bakery read: 
“Closed for the holidays: Will open 
on the 28th.” Investigation dis- 
closed a quantity of bed clothing. 
wearing apparel and dishes had 
been removed from the flat shortly 
before the fire. 

Rich told police he knew nothing 
about the fire and asserted it was 
customary to remove clothing.

NEW YORK, May 13.—Five 
years almost to the hour from the 
day he landed at Curtiss Field on 
Long Island, an obscure young 
mail pilot from. St. Louis, to com- 
plete preparations for the flight 
that was to make him the most 
famous of all flyers, Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh was told that his kid- 
naped son had been found, dead. 

Lindbergh landed at the old

N BOER EXPLOSION 


in Fatalities at Paper Com- 
pany’s Plant.

inquest was begun today into the 
explosion which killed six men, in- 
jured eight others and destroyed 
the plant of the Cheney Pulp & 
Paper Co. here late yesterday. 

The explosion, which reduced a 
two-story brick building to ruins 
and shook houses for blocks 
around, was attributed to too much 
steam pressure im a rotary rag 
boiler. It had a safety valve. Six 
weeks ago it was inspected and 
pronounced safe. 

Four men were killed outright. 
They were: Sam Thompson, 47 
years old, and his son, Richard, 24; 
James Young. 55, and Finley 
Couch, 30. Couch’s body was dug 
from the debris several hours after 
the explosion. Sam Hawthorne, 
40, died on the way to a hospital. 
Preston Young, 20, died in a Mid- 
dletown hospital. He was a son of 
James Young. All the dead and in- 
jured lived in Franklin. 

Howard Cheney, owner of the 
plant, estimated the property dam- 
age at $125,000. 

Charles Bowles, who was on the 
second floor, said the explosion 
seemed to lift the entire building 
into the air, dropping it in a mass 
of crumbled concrete and brick.

MAGNUS JOHNSON AND 


ADAM BEDE RUN AGAIN 


Both Are in Race for Cone 
gress at Large, Seeking Farm- ,

tions for Representative in Con- 
gress. Minnesota's primary is 
June 20. 

Bede, who has been a Republi- 
can and Democrat in turn, served 
in Congress as a Republican nearly 
25 years ago. He is strongly op« 
posing prohibition in his present 
campaign. 

His one lament is that he always 
has wanted to be taken seriously, 
but his fame as a humorist seldom 
has allowed it. 

“No matter how serious I was 
in Congress, people came expecting 
a laugh and they laughed when I 
least intended to be funny,” he 
said. “Now I crack wise only when 
I have to—and still they laugh 
sometimes. 

“There is nothing funny about 
our national life any more, and in 
this campaign I am going to be 
serious if there ever was such a 
thing.” 

Johnson, who first earned his 
living as a glass-blower in Sweden, 
attributes the power of his voice 
to that unoratorical profession. 
Later he was a lumberjack in Wis- 
consin, then carved out his home- 
stead from virgin timber in Minne- 
sota. His first speech was made 
in an effort to organize other 
wood-cutters to strike for higher 
prices for cordwood. 

He talked his way into one of 
Minnesota's most sensational polit- 
ieal victories, defeating J. A. O. 
Preus, then Governor, for the Sen- 
ate in a.special election in 1923 to 
name a successor to the late Sen- 
ator Knute Nelson. 

But Johnson’s term was short. 
A young Representative in Congress 
who had been blind since youth, 
Thomas D. Schall, bested him in 
the campaign for the full term, and 
Johnson went back to his farm. 

For the last year he has worked 
for the State as an appraiser of 
farm lands, but he was one of the 
first to file when it became a cer- 
tainty that Minnesota would elect 
all of its nine Representatives at 
large this year. 

The at-large election, necessitated 
when the United States Supreme 
Court held Minnesota's reapportion- 
ment legislation invalid, will make 
the State’s primary in June one of 
the most complicated polis in the 
state’s history. 

About 5¢ candidates are seeking 
nominations of the three parties, 
with 27 to be chosen. 

Bede, a member of the Minnesota

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Text of Hoover’s Statement 


On Plan to Aid Employment 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 18. 
JPOLLOWwING is the text of 

President Hoover’s statement 
on plans for relief and employ- 
ment legisiation: 

The program for united ac- 
tion discussed by the President 
with Senators Robinson and 
Watson is as follows: 

1. The policy steadfastly ad- 
hered to up to the present time 
has been that responsibility for 
relief to distress belongs to pri- 
vate organizations, local com- 
munities, and the states. That 
fundamental policy is not to te 
changed. But since the fear has 
arisen that existing relief meas- 


ures and resources may prove - 


inadequate in certain Wwcalities 


and to insure against. any pos- 


‘sible breakdown in these locali- 


ties it is proposed that author- 
ity be granted to the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation to 
assist such states as may need 
it by underwriting only state 
bonds or by loaning directly to 
such states as may not be in 
position temporarily to sell se- 
curities in the market. The 
funds so obtained to be used 
for relief purposes and the to- 
tal limited to $250,000,000 or 
$300.000,000. 


The second part of the pro- 
gram contemplates providing 
the machinery whereby employ- 
ment may be increased through 
restoring normal occupations 
rather than works of artificial 
character. 

Inadequate Credit. 


Without entering the field of 
induStrial or public expansion, 
there are a large number of 
economically sound and _ £ =“°self- 
supporting projects of a con- 
structive replacement character 
that would unquestionably be 
carried forward were it not for 
the present situation existing in 
the capital markets and the in- 
adequate functioning of the 
credit machinery of the country. 
They exist both in the field of 
public bodies and of industry. 
There is no dearth of capital, 
and on the other hand there 
is a real demand for capital 
for productive purposes that 
have béen held in abeyance. 

The problem is to make the 
existing capital available and to 
stimulate its use im construc- 
tive capital activities. This in- 
volves under existing conditions 
resort to special machinery 
which is adapted to furnish the 
mecessary element of confi- 
dence. 

It is proposed to use the in- 
strumentality. of the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation, 
which has a nation-wide organi- 
zation, by authorizing the cor- 
poration either to underwrite or 
make loans for income produc- 
ing and self-sustaining enter- 
prises which wil] increase em- 
ployment whether undertaken 
by public bodies or by private 
enterprises.

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RADICAL PREMIER LANG 
QUSTED IN AUSTRALIA 


New South Wales Governor 
Removes Official After Fight 
Over Debt Defaults.

SYDNEY, Australia, May 13. — 
Premier J. A. Lang of New South 
Wales was removed from office to- 
day by the Provincial Governor and 
B. S. B. Stevens, leader of the 
United Australia party, accept- 
ed the Governor’s invitation to 
form a provisional government 
pending a general election. 

Lang lost no time in gathering 
his personal effects and driving to 
his farm outside the capital. His 
followers were stunned by the turn 
of events, but numerous financial 
ari business houses welcomed the 
news. 

Lang’s removal was on the 
ground that he had approved pro- 
vincial legislation levying a 10 per 
cent tax on mortgages. This, the 
Governor contended, was unconsti- 
tutional. 

Beyond that, however, today’s de- 
velopment is the culmination of dif- 
ferences between Lang and the 
Commonwealth Government over 
default by the province on its for- 
eign obligations. 

New South Wales defaulted on 
interest due in London and New 
York twice this year. The Com- 
monwealth passed “the financial 
agreement act” assuming responsi- 
bility for the payments, and met 
the installments out of the Com- 
monwealth treasury. 

Then the Commonwealth ear- 
marked the provincial income taxes 
to cover the payment. Premier 
Lang locked up the files. The 
Commonwealth then extended its 
earmarking to other sources of 
provincial revenue; the Premier 
fost a court fight to declare the 
Commonwealth’s course unconstitu- 
tional, and then he capitulated.

WOULD BANKRUPT RAILWAYS 


Official Tells I. C. C. Overtime 
Would Add $2,460,000 to 
L. & N. Payroll.

WASHINGTON, May 13.--—Prob- 
able bankruptcy for the railroads 
if a six-hour day is adopted, was 
predicted today in testimony of C. 
D. MacKay, assistant to the presi- 
dent of the Southern Bailway, be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, which is investigating the 
six-hour day. 

MacKay said that the six-hour 
working day could be applied 
without affecting preséiit service 
and operation by maintaining pres- 
ent schedules and paying large 
sums for overtime, but payment of 
this overtime would so increase the 
railroads’ expenses that it would 
be difficult to avoid bankruptcy.

CAPE TOWN, Union of South 
Africa, May 13.—For the first time 
in the history of the Union of South 
Africa a member of the House of 
Representatives was impeached to- 
day on a charge of briberv. 

A member of the opposition filed 
the charge against J. H. Munnik, 
asserting he had accepted a bribe 
of £300 (about $1100) for his 
services in getting a diamond-cut- 
ting agreement through - Parlia- 
ment. Munnik. a mining engineer, 
said he had received. £200 for pro- 
fessional services rendered a year 
after the agreement.was conclud- 
ed. He denied the bribery charge 
and said he would welcome an in- 
vestigation.

TAKE BUDGET PLEA 
~ TO POLICE BOARD 


Delegation Asks for 10 Pct. 
Reduction, Including Vol- 
untary Slash in Pay of 
Officers. 


The downtown business group, 
which today and yesterday con- 
ferred with city officials in the ef- 
fort to balance the city budget, 
went before the Police Board this 
afternoon to ask the board to co- 
operate by a 10 per cent reduction 
in the Police Department appro- 
priation, including a voluntary cut 
in police pay. 

The business men were before 
the Police Board 40 minutes, and 
seven of them spoke, urging that 
the board ask the policemen to take 
the 10 per cent cut. Points stressed 
in the argument were the general 
cutting of business stocks, wages, 
rents and commodity costs, and the 


urgent necessity of balancing the 
city’s budget. 
Banker Tells of Credit. 
Tom K. Smith, banker and 


chairman of the Citizens’ Commit- 
tee on Relief and Employment, re- 
peated his statement of yesterday 
that large additional city appro- 
priations for relief would be need- 
ed in this fiscal year. Richard S8. 
Hawes of the Clearing House Asso- 
ciation said the city’s credit was at 
stake, and gave warning that banks 
might refuse to advance money to 
the city, or to make loans on city 
securities, if the balance was not 
achieved. Charles H. Morrill of 
the Chamber of Commerce, Sidney 
Maestre, banker, Bernard Dick- 
mann, president of the Real Estate 
Exchange, A. V. Imbs of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange and Charles E. 
Williams of the Associated Retail- 
ers were the other speakers. 

President Kiel of the board said 
the matter would be taken under 
consideration. The board last 
week refused to act on the same 
request, made by the Board of Esti- 
mate and Appoortinment and the 
Ways and Means Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen. 

On adjourning at 1 p. m. to per- 
mit the Aldermen to hold their 
daily meeting, the conference not 
only had not succeeded in cutting 
the budget materially, but it uad 
added $350,000 to the budget bill 
as originally written, $200,000 for 
the city institutions and $159,000 
for the Fire Department. 

Commenting on these develop- 
ments, Jacob M. Lashly remarked 
that the conference did not seem 
to be “getting anywhere,” and that 
“we are losing ground, not gain- 
ing.” 

Bill Returned to Board. 

The Aldermen, who have been 
required to meet daily while the 
budget bill was in their hands, freed 
themselves from that requirement 
today by formally returning the 
budget bill and the tax rate bill to 
the Board of Estimate. They then 
set their next meeting for Wednes- 
day. The next session of the con- 
ference with the business group 
was set for 10 a. m. Monday. 

At today’s session of the confer- 
ence, after 54 of the 109 budget 
items had been canvassed, Mayor 
Miller and President Neun of the 
Board of Aldermen complained 
that the business men were not 
making definite suggestions. Lash- 
ly, vice president of the Chamber 
of Commerce directorate, said they 
had made definite suggestions. 

Atkins Makes Suggestions. 

“We pointed out that we were 
paying more for street cleaning 
than other cities,” he said, “and 
Direetor Brooks replies that he 
can’t get along with less.

ee E are told that the thing to do 

W is to disintegrate and go back 
to the ploneer ways when every Man was 
his own farmer, weaver and manafac- 
turer.” This sentence in your recent 
editorial, “Forward, Not 
brings to mind’ some considerations of 
what really may be a progressive move- 
ment, though it has many of the aspects 
of a return to old conditions in which 
“every man was his own farmer, weaver 
and manufacturer.” Recent develop- 
ments in invention have had a trend to- 
ward decentralization. Take a very fa- 
miliar instance—that by which every 
household, every apartment even, can 
be provided with its own ice-making 
plant. Under old conditions (and condi- 
tions which largely still exist) it was 
better that ice-making be left to the 
ice-making specialists with concentra- 
tion in large plants, This was the prop- 

er idea for that stage of development, 
but the newer method has greater ‘iex- 
ibility and adaptation to individual needs. 

This kind of thing is developing in 
many lines and is causing a great deal 
of confusion of thought. Just as new 
developments in invention have enabled 
families to go into ice-making for them- 
selves, which would have been an ab- 
surd and utterly wasteful procedure be- 
fore, so invention is having a tendency 
to break up the need of large and con- 
centrated industrial plants in especially 
advantageous locations, and is enabling 
countries and communities to do their 
own manufacturing. It is now possibile 
to carry on manufacturing in an econom- 
ical way in many places where this was 
impractical under old conditions, and it 
can be done in a way better adapted to 
the local needs and tastes. Here is a 
movement that superficially may seem 
to be back to old local limitations of 
non-intercourse. But it is really tn the 
direction of new freedom supported by 
modern invention. 

It is quite possible that some of the 
present confusion in economic thinking 
is due to failure to make due allowance 
to these new trends. Since it is now 
possible for many communities and coun- 
tries, formerly dependent on interna- 
tional trade for many of their needs, to 
provide these for themselves, it is foo)- 
ish to plan business as if they were not 
able to do so—just as foolish as it would 
be for ice manufacturers or natural ice 
harvesters to plan their business as if 
there were no such thing as home re- 
frigeration. 

We are an interdependent world but 
our interdependency is not the same as 
it used to be. Even the present diseased 
tendency all over the world to raise up 
tariff barriers may not be wholly bad. 
These tariffs may merely be notices 
not to deliver ice where ice is no -Onger 
needed, but rather electricity or skill or 
some other acceptable commodity te keep 
the home machinery going.

Certainly, its dangers are less 
than those braved in the passage of the Reconstruc 
tion Finance and Glass-Steagall bills, and just as cer- 
tainly it would operate much more directly than could 
either of those measures to revive consumer demand 
and stimulate a resumption of business activity. 

If it served to put the people to work, the time has 
come when that objective might well take precedence 
over every objection. | 

Could such a large issue be absorbed? The present 
price of Federal bonds, the favorable reception of new 
issues, and the open market purchasing policy of the 
Federal Reserve System, all indicate that no diffi- 
culty would be encountered on this score. z 

The alternative which faces us is not a happy one. 
We must either provide work or appropriate further 
and increasing sums for the payment of doles to the 
unemployed. In such a situation, we cannot long hes- 
itate in making our choice. 

It is unfortunate that Mr. Young and Senator Rob 
inson confused the issue by linking their public con- 
struction proposal with advocacy of the equalization 
fee for farm products. Our disastrous experience with 
the stabilization activities of the Federal Farm Board 
should have conclusively demonstrated the folly of 
making further excursions in that direction. The | 
present emergency demands the reduction rather than 
the extension of the archaic tariff-subsidy system. 

Mr. Young’s earlier utterances had led us to be- 
lieve that he appreciated this fact more clearly than 
do the majority of his colleagues in the business 
world. His reversal on this issue will come as a 
keen disappointment. 


A REMARKABLE CHARITY. 

In these days when organized charity, like private 
business and public enterprise, is facing the problem 
of reducing overhead to make funds go further, the 
report of Welcome Inn is an enlightening one. This 
relief station under the Free Bridge in two years of 
operation has given out 293,612 baskets of food. This 
was done at a cash outlay of $23,942.50, the total cost 
of supplies bought and the expenditures for overhead. 
This is estimated as 1 1-3 cents a meal. 

There are two causes for this exceedingly low cost: 
the many donations of foodstuffs, and the absence of 
salaried employes. Welcome Inn was founded as a 
means of putting to good use the surplus foodstuffs 
thrown away daily on Commission Row. It has ex- 
panded to include many other givers, both of sup 
plies and cash, who enabled the group to care for 
the feeding of 6160 persons all last winter, and with 
out aid from the Community Fund. Workers donate 
their time, or receive meals and baskets of food as 
compensation. Investigation of applications is done 
by the Police Department, without charge. 

Welcome Inn furnishes a remarkable example of 
stretching the dollar in direct relief. 
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WE'LL BE ALL RIGHT THEN. 

Writing in his paper, the London Daily Mail, Vis- 
count Rothermere tells the world “the United States 
is all right.” His article, as reported, is impression- 
istic rather than analytical. He believes that a peo 
ple with the business capacity to do what Americans 
have done will find a way out of the present de- 
pression. It is his opinion, too, that some of the 
measures sponsored by the administration will have 
a stimulating effect. His faith is unshaken that “the 
chances for making money in the United States may 
before long be as golden as ever they were.” 

The Viscount may be right. We are all hoping so, 
at any rate, though, perhaps, with some reservations. 
Almost everyone who discusses the subject now de 
plores the speculative spree we went through during 
the “Coolidge market,” when we presented the spec- 
tacle of a nation caught in a gambling fever with 
nothing to talk about but the enormous profits some- 
body had made in some stock or other and not a 
blessed thing on the program except to get rich quick. 
Most of us think the United States can put on a good 
deal better show than that, and there are those who 
feel the couutry never gave a worse exhibition. 

There will be dissent, too, kindly but firm, from 
Lord Rothermere’s conviction that a solution of our 
economic difficulties has been found in the legislative 
measures at Washington. Beyond any logical scope 
of those remedial acts, we have done some things 
we ought not to have done and have left undone some 
things we ought to have done, and those mistakes of 
omission and commission will have to be corrected 
before we may enjoy robust economic health. 

We have to face the fact that our protective tariff 
policy, carried to the Hawley-Smoot extremes, won’t 
work in the fourth decade of the twentieth century. 
The advice of President McKinley in what proved to 
be his valedictory is more pertinent now than when 
uttered, namely, that we cannot forever expect to sell 
if we don’t buy. And heads of governments, in Wash- 
ington as in other capitals, must eventually hearken

AN UNSPEAKABLE CRIME. 

It is with a profound sense of shock that we learn 
of the unspeakable murder of the Lindbergh baby. 
For more than two months, the hope has been cher- 
ished that he had fallen into the hands of persons 
interested only in monetary gain, and one of the 
greatest man-hunts ever organized searched not only 
the United States, but other parts of the world. Mean- 
while—tragic irony—the body of the infant lay within 
a few miles of his home. 
We extend to Col. and Mrs. Lindbergh and their 
families our deepest sympathy. If this is the price of 
Col. Lindbergh’s fame, it is too bitter a one to pay. 
He has done nothing except reflect honor upon him- 
self and his country, yet he suffers one of the cruelest 
of all human experiences. As he has risen superbly 
in the past to every test of manhood, he will also 
surmount this one, but the long, deadly suspense, 
followed by horror and grief, must leave an ineffac- 
able scar. : 
There remains for society the stern duty of ap 
prehending the fiends who are guilty of this terrible 
crime. Justice, swift and sure, must hound their 
footsteps, ferret them out of their holes and bring 
them to judgment. It is unthinkable that one of the 
vilest crimes in history shall remain unsolved and 


unavenged. 


HANDWRITING 
Canada’s move toward recapture of the radio 
from private broadcasters is significant. The con- 
viction is growing everywhere that it is a mistake 
to lend an instrument of such marvelous educational 
and cultural potentialities to commercialization. Dr. 
Lee De Forest, who shares with Marconi the honor of 
inventing radio, is bitterly disappointed with the uses 
that have been made of it. Visualizing it originally 
as a means of stimulating thought and elevating taste, 
he now finds that “insistent ballyhoo of sales talk 
interrupts 70 per cent of amusement programs, even 
over costly chains. One must wonder at the patience} 
of the suffering public which listens to these at all.” 
Senator Dill, author of the Federal Radio Act, is 
another who suffers disillusionment. He recently 
made a trip to Europe and discovered that radio 
broadcasting there is far superior. 
secret is governmental! control, with taxes on receiv- 
ing sets. Great Britain, for example, owns and op- 
erates its own broadcasting company, as does Den- 
mark. In the latter country, whose programs are the 
best in the world, there are more receiving sets in 
ratio to population than anywhere else. 
Whereas our radio programs are composed largely 
of cheap jazz and cheap advertising, in Europe it is 
possible to take courses in language, history and sci- 
ence, conducted by noted authorities, to hear the best 
music and, in general, to find in the radio a val- 
uable adjunct to life. Sir John Reith of the British 
Broadcasting Co. defined its standard by saying: 
“The British Broadcasting Co. must always be in ad- 
vance of public opinion, and not follow behind.” | 
With Canada looking toward eventual nationaliza- 
tion of the radio, American broadcasters may read the 
handwriting on the wall. Either American broad- 
casting will improve immensely or it faces the threat 
of being taken over by the public. Senator Dill says 
the “American people will not tolerate private mo- 
nopoly of radio” nor “endure too much blatant and 
direct advertising by radio.”

In Behalf of Vocational Education 


U. S. economy program includes cutting off $8,500,000 fund for vocational education, 
used in co-operation with states and local districts; this would handicap or end 
training now given to thousands of Missourians in agriculture, home economics: 
and trades, State Director says; warns of lost opportunities if program is abandoned. 


By George W. Reavis, State Director of Vocational Education. 


OCATIONAL education has made rapid 

strides in its development not only in 

Missouri but in the country as a whole. 
The essential purpose of the Smith-Hughes 
law of 1917 is to provide training for the 
youth who do not enter the higher tech- 
nical or professional schools. Vocational 
training for the wage earner and skilled 
workman is as essential as training for the 
professions. 

Vocational training is under public su. 
pervision and control, hence the expense is 
borne by the State and Federal govern- 
ments and also by taxation in the local 
community, as follows: For agriculture, 
one-third each by Federal aid, State and 
local district: home economics, one-fourth 
by Federal aid, one-fourth by State, one- 
half by local district. | 

Vocational education emphasizes the proj- 
ect method of learning. It has been the 
means of improving the economic condi- 
tions in many communities in this State. 
In many agricultural sections, it has raised 
the standards of live stock, lowered the 
cost of production and in general] has im- 
proved farm practices to such an extent 
that men who are prominent in agriculturd! 
pursuits have given it their hearty co-op- 
eration and support. 

* . * 

There are in Missouri 144 schools offer- 
ing courses in vocational agriculture: 12 
schools are offering courses in home eco- 
nomics and 19 cities are giving courses in 
trade and industrial work. 

For the girls, vocational home economics 
training to a great extent is organized around 
special problems which grow out of ciass- 
room instruction and home experiences. The 
girl is taught household budgeting, care 
and repair of clothing, food selection and 
preservation, child care and training, meal 
planning and many other practical things. 

Trade and industrial education, being 
carried on in 19 centers, is an endeavor to 
prepare the youth of Missouri cities for 
the occupation they desire to enter. 

Evening classes for workers in industry 
have been stimulated and organized in many 
of the highly technical trades, such as 
welding, sheet metal work and electricai 
testing. Considerable work its being done 
on an evening school basis with railroad 
workers. 

The great field of apprentice training 
is receiving special attention. Through co- 
operative arrangements with organizations 
of employers and workers, training classes 
have been organized tor carpenters, sheet 
metal workers, electricians, plasterers, 
painters and printers. 

* . . ‘ 

For many years, we have been educating 
our youth for a professiona’ career at large 
expense to the public, but we have lost sight 
of the training needed for the skilled work- 
man and also the ordinary wage earner. 
The humblest worker is entitled to the train- 
me that will prepare him for the needs of 

eccupation. 

A suspension of vocational agriculture 
for one year would be necessary if Con- 
gress adopts the economy proposal to cut 
off the $8,500,000 fund for vocationa) ed- 
ucation. This would seriously and perhaps 
permanently injure, if not destroy, the vo- 


cational agriculture program. The Missouri 
Legislature meets in January, 1933, and 
unless Federal funds are available, we can- 
not expect the regular State appropriations 
for vocational education. Thus, the pro- 
gram will be killed until July 1, 1935, with 
a possibility of wrecking it forever. 
a2 -_ fe 

These 4565 farm boys have not less than 
$250,000 invested in home projects at ths 
present time, all under the di-ect supervi- 
sion and guidance of vocational agriculture 
teachers and dependent upon Federal funds 
for support. Not fewer than 4000 aduit 
farmers are reached with systematic in- 
struction in evening classes, in which spe- 
‘cia] attention has been given this year to 
farm management and economic problems. 
More than $2388.000 is invested in build- 
ings, libraries, and equipment by boards 
of education in the 143 vocational agricul- 
ture departments in Missouri. This large 
amount of the taxpayers’ money which 
rural communities have invested in voca- 
tional agriculture would be  practicaily 
wasted should the Federal appropriation 
be withdrawn. :

With the mechanical refrigerator, 
cookie making is greatly simplified, 
for it is much less trouble than the 
rolling and re-rolling after the old- 
fashioned chilling process. 

Dough must be a little softer 
than in old recipes, for refrigera- 
tor chilling stiffens it. Very crisp, 
thin cooxies are the result, and 
there are many different molds to 
give attractive shapes to the 
cookies and wafers. 
Nut Cookies. 
together one-half cup. 
shortening and one and one-half 
teups light brown sugar. When 
thoroughly blended to a soft, 
smooth cream, add one egg and 
beat hard. Stir in one-fourth cup 
milk and one and one-fourth cups 
flour mixed and sifted with one- 
fourth teaspoon salt and on®é tea- 
spoon baking powder. Next stir in 
two-thirds cup coarsely chopped 
nut meats, one teaspoon grated 
lemon rind or one-half teaspoon 
vanilla extract and another one- 
half cup flour or enough to make 
a dough that can be handled with- 
out sticking to the fingers. 

Shape into a roll or fill cookie 
molds with it. Wrap roll in waxed 
paper and chill over night*or for 
several hours in refrigerator. Chill 
molds ‘in the same way. Cut.down 
in thin slices, place on a greased 
sheet or pan and bake in a hot 
oven for 8 to 10 minutes. Makes 
about three dozen cookies. Use co- 
coanut instead of chopped nuts for 
variety. 
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Lemon Wafers. 

Riis one cup shortening with 
one and one-half cups fine granu- 
lated sugar. When well blended 
add three eggs and beat hard. Stir 
in two tablespons lemon juice, one 
teaspoon grated lemon rind and 
about four cups sifted flour, mixed 
with one-half teaspoon salt. Add 
the flour gradually, as just enough 
should be used to make a dough 
that will not stick to the fingers. 
Fill cookie molds with the dough, 
pack into an empty baking powder 


such as ice cream is sold in. 

Chill for several hours, turn out, 
eut in very thin slices, place on 
greased sheets and bake in a hot 
oven for eight to 10 minutes. These 
wafers may be decorated with can- 
died orange, lemon peel, with cit-. 
ron, chopped nuts, coconut or can- 
died cherries. Orange juice and 
rind or crushed pineapple may be 
substituted for the lemon juice to 
make orange or pineapple wafers. 
Makes about six dozen wafers. 

Ginger Wafers. 

Put one cup dark molasses in 
a saucepan with one-half cup 
shortening. Heat until the short- 
ening is melted and the molasses 
just at the boiling point. Remove 
from the fire and pour into « bowl. 
Add two tablespoons hot water and 
one-quarter cup sugar. Cool to 
lukewarm, then stir in three cups 
flour sifted with one-half teaspoon 
calt, one tablespoon ginger, one 
teaspoon baking soda, one-half tea- 
spoon cinnamon. Add more flour 
if necessary to make a dough that 
clings in a ball to the spoon when 
it is mixed. 

Shape in a roll and wrap in 
waxed paper, or pack into molds. 
Chill, cut in very thin slices and 
bake on greased pans in a mod- 
erate oven for eight to 10 minutes. 
Makes six to eight dozen wafers, 
depending on size and shape. Mo- 
lasses mixtures must be baked at 
a lower temperature than other 
cookies as they scorch so readily.

Soggy Crust May Be Prevented 
. by Adding Flour to 
Juice. 


Many women complain of diffi- 
culty in making good fruit pies be- 
cause they say the fruit juice 
causes the lower crust to become 
soggy and messy. 

Just now, when rhubarb pie is 
so popular, the complaint is gen- 
eral, for that seems to be more 
“oozy” than anything else. 

Try the following recipe, and re- 
member that flour added to any 
fruit filler for pie, and a very hot 
oven for the first 10 minutes of. 
baking, will keep the lower crust 
crisp. 

‘Wash two pounds rhubarb, cut 
in small pieces and mix with two 
cups sugar and three tablespoons 
flour. Line the pie plate with pas- 
try rolled an eighth-inch thick, fill 
with rhubarb, cover with top crust 
and pinch edges firmly together. 
Bake in a hot oven for 10 min- 
utes in order to set or stiffen crust 
quickly before the juice has time to 
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soak in. Then reduce heat to a 
moderate temperature and bake for 
30 to 40 minutes longer. 

The flour thickens juice just 
enough, and this with the initial 
quick heat will give a crisp bottom 
crust. Use the same method for 
any juicy fruit pie, allowing three 
tablespoons flour to a medium sized 
pie. 

Another method is to brush the 
lower crust with a slightly beaten 
egg white before adding filling. 
This forms a coating that usually 
keeps the juice from soaking the 
crust. In any case the oven must 
be hot for the first 10 or 15 min- 
utes of baking. 


CORN FRITTERS SHOULD 
BE FRIED SLOWLY 


One and three-quarter cups 
sifted flour, two teaspoons baking 
powder, three-quarter teaspoon 
salt, one cup liquid, either juice 
from canned corn or milk, or the’ 
two mixed, one egg, one cup 
drained canned corn, one table- 
spoon melted fat. 

Mix flour, baking powder and 
salt. Mix juice from canned corn, 
or milk, or whatever liquid is used, 
egg after it has been beaten slight- 
ly, and canned corn. Stir this lyquid 
mixture gradually into dry ingre- 
dients. Add melted fat. If the corn 
is very moist, even after the liquid 
has been drained from it, more 
flour may be needed. 

Fry fritters in deep fat and drop 
the mixture by spoonfuls into fat 
and fry rather slowly. The frit- 
ters need time to cook through to 
the center before the outside be-

Delicious Curry of This Meat 
for Second Meal Also 
Planned. 


Veal pot roast is not nearly as 
often used as beef, but it is deli- 
cious if well prepared. Buy a piece 
of rump or shoulder, allowing five 


to six pounds for six people. This 
should provide also for curried 
veal to be served for dinner the 
next day. 

Have a pocket cut in the meat, 
or if shoulder is used, have bone 
removed. Stuff with a well sea- 
soned dressing and tie firmly. 
Sprinkle with salt, pepper and 
flour and brown on all sides in a 
little hot fat in a deep kettle. 

Pour off any fat in the pan as 
soon as the meat is browned, add 
one-half cup sliced celery or a 
handful of celery tops, one cup of 
boiling water, a large sliced onion, 
a sprig of parsley and a sliced car- 
‘rot. Cover closely and cook very 
slowly for one and one-half hours. 
Turn the meat once during the 
cooking. 

Then add one cup tomato juice, 
cook one hour longer or until the 
meat is tender. Remove to a hot 
platter and serve with plenty of 
gravy made from stock remaining 
in pan, thickened with two table- 
spoons flour and diluted with one- 
half cup water. Strain the gravy 
before serving.

LEFT-OVERS ECONOMY 
MAKES BETTER MEALS 


More Variety and Less Expense 
if Left-Overs Are Planned 
Occasionally. 


Left-overs naa “happen, but 
now and then it is wise to over- -buy 
2 little on purpose, because you can 
get a little more of almost any- 
thing for,a tiny addition in price. 
And that little added to soup, salad, 
baked combinations, etc., means 
dressing up some dish, or giving 
zestful flavor to an otherwise com- 
monplace recipe. 

Left-overs in meat are particu- 
larly good for there are so many 
recipes for these. So get a little 
larger roast than you need and 
have a stew or some other savory 
mixture the next day. 

Keep the celery tops from today’s 
salad for flavoring tomorrow's 
soup. Use the extra tomato from 
the evening salad to slice thin with 
cheese sandwiches for the next 
luncheon. 

A little fruit left over from the 
dinner salad may be used in a gel- 
atine desert next day. Extra pota- 
toes cooked with the roast may be 
scalloped for another meal. 

Often left-overs add just the right 
touch to some dish, and it is amaz- 
ing how many really good concoc- 
tions result from a little effort, not 
only to economize threugh the use 
of left-overs, but to prepare more 
appetizing meals. 

One very important thing to re- 
member about left-overs is that you 
must use them very soon. Never 
leave them in the ice-box long ex- 
pecting to use them “some time.” 
That’s dangerous. 

Luncheon Left-Overs. 

A fine luncheon dish to use up a 
small amount of left-over meat is 
this. Spread a layer of canned to- 
matoes in a greased baking dish. 
cover with cold meat, chopped fine, 
season with salt, pepper and a little 
grated or chopped onion, cover with 
a layer of buttered bread crumbs, 
add a second layer of tomatoes, an- 
other layer of buttered bread 
crumbs, and bake in a moderate 
oven for 35 minutes. A litle sugar, 
not more-:than two teaspoons, may 
be sprinkled over the tomatoes. 


JELLIED MINT RELISH 
FOR ROAST LAMB 


Jellied mint relish served with 
cold sliced lamb or with hot roast 
lamb adds a delicious flavor. Chop 
fresh mint leaves to make one- 
half cupful, cover with cold wa- 
ter and let stand at least 30 min- 
utes. Soak two tablespoons plain 
gelatine in one-quarter cup cold 
water for five minutes, dissolve in 
one and one-half cups boiling wa- 
ter and add one tablespoon 
and one-quarter cup lemon ju 

Stir in the strained, crushed mint 
leaves and add a tiny bit of green 
coloring. Season with one-half 
teaspoon salt and when cold and 
beginning to stiffen add one table- 
spoon chopped pimiento, one cup- 
fal chopped ca one-half cup 
finely diced cucumber. Put into 
small mold and chill.

Lighter Refreshments Better 
for Hot Weather Card 
Parties. 


No matter how warm the weath- 
er, many groups continue their 
bridge luncheon meetings, but re- 
freshments are not as elaborate, 
and the desire is to serve appeal- 
ing but less substantial food. 

Here are some suggestions which 
may be interesting for luncheons 
just now and a little later on: 

1. Spring fruit salad; nut bread 
sandwiches; angel-food cup 

cakes; coffee, hot chocolate or

Make the salad as follows: Ar- 
range four small lettuce leaves on 
each salad plate with stem ends 
meeting in center. On oné lettuce 
leaf place finely diced fresh, sug- 
ared pineapple, on another seg- 
ments of orange, on the third six 
large, sugared strawberries, and on 
the fourth leaf a very small mold 
of lime-flavor gelatine filled with 
sliced bananas. Serve with mayon- 
naise mixed with cream and lemon 
juice.

scheme, or in pastel colors of spring 
flowers. 

2. Jellied chicken, hot rolls or 
biscuits, ice cream sandwiches, 
coffee, hot chocolate or fruit 
beverage. 

Make the jellied chicken in small 
molds and serve on lettuce with 
mayonnaise. The rolls or biscuits, 
already buttered, may be served on 
the same plate. Use sponge or 
plain cake, cut in thin slices for the 
sandwiches and fill with ice cream 
of any desired flavor. Just at this 
season, vanilla ice cream with a 
sauce of crushed strawberries or 
finely chopped, sweetened pineap- 
ple is nice. é 


BROWN SUGAR CAKES 


Two cups granulated sugar, two 


cups flour, one-half cup milk, two 
eggs, one-half cup butter, one cup 
brown sugar, two teaspoons bak-. 
ing powder, one teaspoon vanilla. 

Cream the butter and sugars.

BUTTER COFFEE CAKE 
IS GOOD WITH FRUIT 


Almost Rich Enough for Des- 
sert and Is Iced With 
Sugar and Nuts. 


We recently published a plain 
coffee cake recipe, and have a re- 
quest for butter coffee cake, which 
is so rich and good that it may 
well be served for dessert with a 
little fresh or stewed fruit. 


The recipe following makes two 
rings and if this is too much, 
merely divide quantities. 

Crumble two compressed yeast 
cakes into one cup lukewarm milk 
and mix until disrolved. Add one 
tablespoon : ugar and one teaspoon 
salt and then stir into one and one- 
half cups sifted flour. This makes 
a thin batter or sponge. Beat until 
emooth, cover and keep in a warm 
place for one or twe hours or until 
well risen and full of bubbles. 

Cream together one-half cup 
butter and one-half cup sugar, add- 
ing gradually one tablespoon hot 
water. Add one-half teaspoon grat- 
ed lemon rind and beat in two 
cggs. Beat until very light and 
creamy, stir into the spenge and 
beat hard for a minute.

“What is'the difference between 
cottage cheese, pot cheese and 
cream cheese?” asks a reader. 
Cottage and pot-cheese are about 
the same, and are both made of 
soured skimmed milk. The curd 
is broken up and kept at a tem- 
perature of about 100 degrees F, 
until sufficiently firm. The whey 
is then drained off and the curd 
pressed to remove part of the 
moisture. It is usually moistened 
with milk or cream before eating. 

Pot-cheese is the name used in 
some parts of the country. Often 
the curd is ripened more fhan the 
curd for the plain cottage cheese 
and sometimes flavorings are 
added, Butter or cream may be 
added to pot-cheese. 

Cream cheese is made from 
milk and cream containing not less 
than 6 per cent of fat. According 
to one authority, cream cheese may 
be made ot sweet, heavy cream, 
thickened with rennet or by the ac- 
tion of lactic acid bacteria, drained 
and salted; or it may be made 
from cream of low fat content 
acidified by lactic acid bacteria 
and curdled with rennet, then 
drained and salted, and mixed to a 
paste. This latter process is the 
one commonly used.

HREE times have American 
women taken part in the Olym- 
pic Games. Their success 
against the competitors from oth- 
er countries was not remarkable, 
however, for events for women 
were included as early as 1912, 
and the competition had a better 
start. In 1928, when the games 
were held in Holland, the American 
women’s record picked up consid- 
erably, and the forthcoming events 
in Los Angeles have prospects of 
bringing out entrants who will 
place the United States on a par 
with any of them. 


In field and track events, for 
instance. It was seriously de- 
bated four years ago whether there 
should be field and track events 
for women in this year’s games, 
and decided in favor of them. So 
Stella Walsh, one of the outstand- 
ing American track prospects, will 
have an opportunity to set*a “few 
records. Stella is considered by 
sports authorities to be one of the 
fastest things in ‘spiked shoes. 


Stella Walsh, who Is now about 
21 years old, was born Stella Wala- 
siewicz, in Poland, but came to thjs 
country when 10 months old, and 
now makes her home in Cleveland. 
She comes by her speed naturally, 
for her mother and grandmother 
were women athletes in Poland, 
where women go in for that sort of 
thing. Her grandfather also was 
not bad as a runner.
